Clause in Conscription Bill 


BY HUGH S, JOHNSON 


Washington? D. C.—The conscription bill is a law and it is high tune. 


But because of the last minute rush and the sheer politics and dema- 
goguery of part of the debate, a perfectly unworkable, unconstitutional 
and almost unintelligible provision was jimmied into it—the provision 
relating to compulsory orders and, m the alternative or in addition, the 


condemnation of plants. 


It provides that either the secretary of war or the 


secretary of the navy may place an order with a 
manufacturer at a price fixed by the secretary. If the 
manufacturer doesn't proceed to fill it at that price 
and give it priority over all other orders, it shall be 
deemed a felony punishable by 3 years imprisonment 
and a fine up to $50,000. Also, in case of a failure not

Long-Standing Coses of Insanity 
Respond to Surgical Operation 


BY HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
Associated Press Science Editor 


Philadelphia — A surgical opera- 


tion that brought "truly amazing" 
results in the treatment of insanity 
cases where all other methods had 
failed was described today to the 
bicentennial conference of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. 


Dr. Edward A. Strecker, chair- 


man of the University's department 
of psychiatry, said the operation was 
the first attempt at surgical treat- 
ment of insanity. It indicates, he 
added, that some ideas of the hope- 
lessness of long-standing cases of 
insanity can be revised. 


Operations were performed by Dr. 


Francis Grant on the brains of 
eight persons who had been insane 
more than ten years. The operation 
itself is not new but had not pre- 
viously been used on insanity pa- 
tients. 


Through an opening in the region 


of the temple a fan-shaped cut is 
made in the upper foreward part 
of the brain known as the frontal 
lobes.

Texas by a coastal resident for permis- 
sion to raise from the bottoms a strange 
ship that has been lying there for ever so 
many years has opened the pages of ro- 
mance again upon the career of Jean La- 
fitte who may run Captain Kidd a close 
race for first place as a brawling, bound- 
ing buccaneer. 
It is now asserted that 


Lafitte hid more treasure in more places 
than any of those scarred veterans who 
sailed the Spanish Main and dirked their 
victims just for the joy of it. 


While Captain Kidd came from Eng- 


land Lafitte originated in France. He ran 
away to sea, served time in numerous 
prisons but never forgot the information 
he gathered on how to break out. It was 
in 1307, and because of the American

to 


another of those 
constantly recurring 


European wars, that Lafitte put in his 
appearance along our shores. 
He cor- 


rupted the merchants all the way, from 
New Orleans to Charleston with his daring 
violations of the law and his cargoes of 
slaves and stolen treasure. 


When the governor of Louisiana put a 


price of $500 on Lafitte's head the latter 
promptly printed notices of reward offer- 
ing $15,000 for the governor's head and 
landed at every open port and placarded 
the town with his dare. 
The governor 


sent the militia to rout Lafitte's numer- 
ous freebooters out of their bayou homes 
but Lafitte met them all with a flag of 
truce and loaded them with presents un- 
til the governor found that the militia 
was commanded by a bosom pal of the 
buccaneer.

ed to Lafilte's reputation. 
Nothing so

lizing character whose every exploit was 
known. 
But Lafitte as a patriot soon

Washington—There was a fiery debate inside 


the National Defense commission regarding the 
rfght of the government to control munitions 
factories built with the help of federal tax con- 
cessions. It indicated that there is going to be 
more and more conflict between the govern- 
ment and the big business dollar-a-year men on 
the defense commission. 


It all happened at a confidential session at 


which t1 ; commission and Secretary of the 
Treasury Henry Morgenthau were discussing 
taxes on munitions plants. Morgenthau contend- 
ed that if the government was to give airplane 


I and munitions manufacturers hundreds of thou- 


sands of dollars in tax benefits (quick amortiza- 
tiin of nev plants), then the government should 
have some say regarding future disposition of 
those plants. 


Behind this was the fact that the United 


States today faces a drastic shortage of vital 
necessities such as powder, all because it per- 
mitted private industry to tear down emergency 
munitions plants after the first World war. So 
the government now wants the right to say 
whether new munitions plants, built through 
government aid. shall be demolished after the 
emergency or preserved against future emer- 
gencies. 


Secretary Morgenthau wanted the secretar- 


ies of war and navy to be empowered to decide 
whether factories built under tax concessions 
should be preserved for the future—with reim- 
bursements, of course, to the private owner. 
S-SH!! MILI~ARY SECRETS: 


But members of the defense commission, led 


by John Biggers, head of Toledo's Libby-Oweris- 
Ford glass company, objected. He said that this 
was too severe on private industry, that if Mor- 
genthau insisted on the provision, private indus- 
try would not cooperate; the national defense 
program would become bogged down. 


"All right.'1 replied Morgenthau, who was 


anxious not to have an open break with the 
defense commission, "we'll take out the pro- 
vision if you'll specify that the National De- 
fense commission shall be consulted regarding 
future disposition of the plants. Also provided 
that these munitions contracts be made public." 


"Oh, no," argued Biggers. "The contracts 


can't be made public. They're military secrets." 


"Baloney," countered the secretary of the 


treasury. "There are no more military secrets in 
the financial part of those contracts than there 
are in my eye. 


"Furthermore," he continued, "you on the de- 


fense commission will find that it is far better 
to let the public in on the facts now, rather 
than wait for future congressional committees 
to pry into your work—as they are sure to do. 
The public ought to know exactly how much 
the government is paying for these new plants 
in tax concessions, and also in outright grants— 
and they ought to know it immediately." 


In the end the defense commission agreed 


with Morgenthau on the question of publicity. 
However, it disagreed with him on the right of 
the war or navy departments to say whether a 
private manufacturer should tear down or con- 
vert his plant if he secured tax benefits. And 
the tax bill as reported to the senate provides 
for only the scantiest safeguards regarding the 
future of these new munitions plants. 


Note—How serious is the present position of 


the United States is illustrated by the explosion 
of the New Jersey powder factory, a serious 
disaster to defense plans. Powder factories were 
torn down after the World War, so now the na- 
tion has a powder capacity of only 20,000,000 
pounds. Whether the New Jersey explosion was 
sabotage may never be known, but it is a fact 
that if Nazi agents wanted to aim at the heart 
of U. S. defense, their easiest blow would oe in 
a powder plant, thus putting out of commission 
machinery which takes months to rebuild. 
HOOVER'S PICTURE 


An unreported incident during Republican 


National Chairman Joe Martin's recent visit to 
San Francisco throws an interesting light on 
Herbert Hoover's political rating—at least in 
the opinion of some California Republicans. 


The ex-president was not on Martin's list of 


conferences during the several hours he spent 
in San Francisco. But when Joe got to his botel 
lie learned that Hoover also was stopping there. 
This information did not come from the local 
GOP leaders, but via a call from Hooverjs suite. 


Martin immediately called on the ex-presi-

Scenting a scoop, the newsman rustled up 
the hotel photographer and rushed with him to 
the Hoover suite. 


The ex-president greeted them cordially and 


offered no objection to posing for a picture with 
Martin. If Martin had any objection, he kept it 
to himself. The two leaders were snapped sit- 
ting close together in smiling conversation. 


Reporter and photographer then dashed off 


to the hotel's dark-room to develop their scoop, 
when they were interrupted by a hammering 
on the door. 


"We want that picture!'' yelled someone .in 


the hall. "It must not get out." 


"Oh, 
yeah?" snorted the reporter. "You try 


and stop it!" 


Those on the outside turned out to be local 


Republican leaders. And so anxious were they 
to get the Hoover picture that they actually 
went to the hotel manager and insisted that he 
seize it. He protested that he couldn't inter- 
fere, but was informed that unless he did, Will- 
kie would not stop at the hotel during his forth- 
coming visit to San Francisco. 


This, apparently, carried weight and a new 


appeal was made to the newsman. 


"All right," he replied, "I'll give you the pic- 


ture—if you get a request from Martin in writ- 
ing."

Washington—More red 
ink 
has 


been used in the national bookkeep- 
ing under the fewer than eight years 
of the Roosevelt New Deal adminis- 
tration than in all previous years in 
the history of the Republic. 


Should we be inflicted with four 


years more of like spending, extrav- 
agance and waste—without includ- 
ing the extraordinary expenditures 
now required for national defense—- 
the red ink supply would doubtless 
be completely exhausted. 


How we are now to meet the de- 


mands for the necessary expendi- 
tures for increased military naval 
and air defenses is a , problem im- 
posed by law on the House of Rep- 
resentatives, to which is given the 
taxing power. It is one that appears 
well nigh insoluble. 


The New Deal financial policy, if 


such a policy exists at all. is mainly 
confined to spending and borrowing 
with never a thought of the mor- 
row. 


Even taxation to meet the inter- 


est on the national debt becomes an 
almost insupportable burden upon 
the American people. 
* 
* 
* 
The result of continuous annual 


deficits, totalling more than twen- 
ty-one billions of dollars for 
the 


seven New Deal years from March 
1, 1933, to March 1. 1940, with an in- 
crease in the national debt of an 
even greater sum, is to leave our fi- 
nancial structure in a deplorable 
state of weakness at a time of cris- 
is and when the national economy 
should be on a sound basis and a 
source of strength, 
rather 
than 


weakness. 


Although President Roosevelt has 


demanded enormous new taxes and 
has called upon the nation to make 
every sacrifice in support of urgent 
national defense needs, not a dollar 
of economy has been enforced upon 
the sprawling peace-time bureau- 
cracy built by the New Dealers since 
1933. Every Federal boon-doggling 
project continues at full throttle. Re- 
peated demands in Congress that a 
portion of the defense funds be di- 
verted from extravagant and waste- 
ful pump-priming enterprises have 
been rejected by the President. 


More than 50,000 persons 
have 


been added to the civil payrolls of 
the Federal government during the 
last ninety days. For the first time 
in our history the Federal bureau- 
cracy now numbers more than 1,- 
000.000 payrollcrs. exclusive of all 
military personnel and relief work- 
ers. 


The peak employment in the Fed- 


eral government during the World 
war was 918,000. 
The New Deal 


passed this World war peak in June, 
1939, two months before the Euro- 
pean war started, and almost a year 
before President Roosevelt recom- 
mended expansion of the national 
defenses. 


There is, as the effect of the New 


Deal's ruinous fiscal policies, the 
continuous threat of inflation. 


What would be" the results of such 


inflation? 


Untold hardships will be visited 


on all our people. 


Savings, big and little, will lose 


most of their value. Insurance com- 
panies and banks will go to the wall. 
The endowments of our charitable, 
fraternal, social, religious and edu- 
cational institutions, endowments 
which have taken years to create, 
will be reduced to a mere pittance. 


The increase in the cost of living 


will put even the essentials of life— 
adequate food, clothing and shelter 
—beyond the reach of a majority of 
the population. Even those yet un- 
born will pay the price for our folly. 


No person or group of persons 


will escape. Wage earners will sec 
the purchasing power of their pay 
envelopes shrink as inflation brings 
a ruinous rise in prices. As a result 
the worker's standard of living will 
be reduced to the barest subsistence 
level. 


Salary workers will be hit even 


more quickly, for salaries are rela- 
tively fixed and adjustments arc 
not made as rapidly. 
Those who 


live on pensions, annuities, or inter- 
est from life-time savings will meet 
a like fate. 


Farmers will suffer 
even more 


than other groups for though they 
might 
Seem to gain temporarily 


while prices are moving up, this in 
the end will be an illusive gain. Re- 
call that the source of present farm 
problems lies in war inflation. 
Should we embark upon a similar 
inflation, the farmer can look for- 
ward only to more of the same 
troubles he has been fighting for 
twenty years.

Furthermore it is doubtful if our 


system of free government and free 
private enterprise could withstand 
this shock. Dictators now rule the 
people in Europe where government 
spending and inflation first ran their 
course. 


The first step toward real nation- 


al defense remains today, as a year 
ago, a restoration of order and sta- 
bility in Federal finances. 


As President Roosevelt himself re- 


minded the nation with such im- 
pressive eloquence in 1932, "too of- 
ten in history liberal governments 
have been wrecked on the rocks of 
loose fiscal policy."
